MARS HAS SNOWS? 


Astronomers Think Now That 
Red Planet Also Is Pro­ 
ductive. 


In a report intended to show the 
advantage and economy in hiring 
well trained teachers, such as those 
who have had work in East Central 
Teachers College, as opposed to the 
less thoroughly prepared teachers, 
was issued Friday by County Super­ 
intendent A. Floyd. 
Out of students who took eighth 
grade examinations in county schools 
this year, 103 were under teachers 
who hold state certificates. Of this 
number. 88 passed. Sixty seven stud­ 
ents studying under holders of first 
grade certificates took the examina­ 
tions and 55 passed. Fifty-one pu­ 
pils under 
teachers 
with 
second 
grade certificates tried the exami­ 
nations and 4 4 passed. 
Only 14 
students under holders 
of third grade certificates tried out 
and four were successful. 
Reduced to percentages, the re­ 
port shows that 85 per cent of the 
pupils who were under state certi­ 
ficate teachers passed. Other per­ 
centages of successful students, with 
the kind of certificates which their 
teachers held, are as follows: 
82 
per cent under first grade certificate 
holders; 66 2-3 per cent under sec­ 
ond grade certificate holders, and 
28 4-7 per cent under third grade 
certificate holders. 
This, according to Floyd s state­ 
ment, proves that almost 
72 
per 
cent of the students trained by third 
grade certificate teachers failed and 
must take the work over, causing 
additional 
expense 
to 
the 
county 
and waste of time to themselves.

‘Navaho’ Meteorite 
Draws Interest of 
Leaders in Science 


CHICAGO, July 14.-—Both scien­ 
tists and 
tho 
general 
public 
are 
showing interest in the "Navaho ’ 
meteorite, which has just been plac­ 
ed on exhibition at the Field Mu­ 
seum of Natural History. This me­ 
teorite is one of the largest that 
has been discovered in recent years. 
It is solid metal and weighs 3,306 
pounds. It w'as found near Navaho 
Arizona, about one hundred miles 
from the point where the Canyon 
Diablo fall of meteorites was dis­ 
covered. 
This meteorite 
apparently 
was 
knowm to the Navaho Indians who 
entered Arizona 
several 
hundred 
years ago. The Indians covered the 
meteorite with stones so that no 
other Indians or white men could 
find it, as they considered it sacred. 
It was located recently on govern­ 
ment land. The finders staked a 
mining claim around it and finally 
sold it to the Field Museum by the 
pound. Scientists who have evamin- 
ed it say it differs in several ways 
from the Canyon Diablo meteorites. 
The mass 
of 
metal 
is about 33 
inches long and 26 inches high. It 
is partly split open on one side. 
There are some marks, made with 
tools, which are though to be of 
prehistoric origin.

Hog feeding demonstrations are 
going well in several parts *>f the 
state. A few days age we checked 
on results in Beaver county and 
found them to be interesting and 
of much value. 
R. B. Hayhurst of Gate fed four 
lots, one on kafir alone, and one 
on kafir and mineral m atter and one 
o n a balanced ration with mineral 
matter. 
All hogs were practically of the 
same weight at the start, except 
the one on kafir which was five 
pounds heavier than the ochers. The 
feeding covered a period of 60 days 
and in 'that time the kafir fed hog 
made a daily gain of I 1-4 pounds; 
the kafir and mineral fed hog I 1-2 
pounds; the ^balanced ration fed hog 
2 1-2 pounds and the balanced ra­ 
tion and 
mineral fed 
hog 2 4-5 
pounds, j 
The mmeral matter reduced the 
cost 
of 
production and increased 
the daily gain In every case. 
The hog on kafir alone had a dry 
starring coat and was very nervous 
trying all the time to 'tear up his 
pen, and 
when 
taken out 
to be 
weighed, 
grabbed at 
every tiling 
in his path, showing a depraved ap­ 
petite. The pig on kafir and miner­ 
al matter had a better coat and was 
not so nervous in any respect to the 
hogs on balanced rations. 
The hog on a balanced ration with 
mineral matter did the best in every 
way. It had a glossy smooth coat, 
and was very docile and easy to 
handle. - 
This demonstration is of great value 
to hog breeders. It clearly shows 
that feed determines the amount and 
cost of development and has a big 
influence on the disposition. Sows 
that are improperly fel will produce 
more or less weak pigs and lose a 
large number of them in spite ot 
everything. 
Nervous 
dispositions 
make poor mothers. Pigs and chick­ 
en- eating habits are largely the re­ 
sults of improper diets. The large 
losses of 
young pigs that 
o c t u i 
every year will not stop until the 
sows are properly fed and cared

Mr. Hayhurst was so well pleas­ 
ed with this demonstration that he 
is repeating it on 
a larger 
scale, 
using several animals in each lot. 
The work is being most carefully 
done in every 
respect, no 
guess 
wark about it. 
Mr. Hanly, 
the 
county 
agent, 
under whose supervision this work 
was done, made public exhibition ot 
the hogs and sreated a great deal 
of interest among the school child­ 
ren and the farmers of the coni rn un­ 
ity. Other demonstrations of a simi­ 
lar nature are being made in Bea­ 
ver county and later in the season 
there will be a round-up, terminat­ 
ed with a school in which judging 
demonstrations will be given and 
rations considered and formulated 
and all phases of the bog business 
discussed.

Candle Eggs. 
Do you know how to tell the qual­ 
ity *of an egg without breaking the 
shell? All you need is a pasteboard 
box with a hole I 1-4 inches in 
diameter, a strong light such as is 
furnished 'by a lamp or an electric- 
light ibulb, a dark room, and the 
egg. When <the egg is held close 
against the hole the strong light 
renders its contents visible and its 
quality is indicated by the appear­ 
ance of the yolk, the white and the 
air space at the blunt end. By com­ 
paring the egg with charts furnish­ 
ed by the United States Department 
of Agriculture in Department Bul­ 
letin 51, it Is possible to learn the 
exact condition of an egg before it 
is brokn. 
Testing eggs (by candling, as it is 
called, may not only be used by 
the housewife in obtaining fresh 
eggs for her table, bu* has also 
proved to he commercially practic­ 
able in preventing loss by separat­ 
ing for local consumption eggs that, 
because of cracks, wetness, incipient 
spoilage and other defects are like­ 
ly Ho spoil in shipment. Such eggs 
are suitable for immediate use, but 
will not stand shipping. 
Candling as near as possible to 
source of production will not only 
save transportation 
and 
storage 
charges for the farmers who wish 
to buy and sell on an accurate qual­ 
ity basis, but will prevent the loss
